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HOW  TO  USE  THE  PESTICIDE  LABEL

The  importance  of  reading  the  pesticide  label  cannot  be 
stressed  too  often.  The  information  that  appears  on  the  label  is 
put  there  for  your  information  and  protection.  If  it  is  read, 
understood,  and  all  the  directions  followed,  the  likelihood  of 
misusing  the  material  or  of  having  an  accident  with  the  pesticide 
is  remote.  This  is  why  we  so  often  stress  that  "the  most  important 
few  minutes  in  pest  control  is  the  time  spent  in  reading  the  label." 
Under  the  Federal  Insecticide,  Fungicide,  and  Rodenticide  Act  as 
amended  in  1972,  the  use  of  any  registered  pesticide  in  a manner 
inconsistent  with  its  labeling  can  result  in  civil  and  criminal 
penalties.  , 

In  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  publications,  pesticides 
are  referred  to  by  their  approved  common  names  or  trademark  names 
when  no  approved  common  name  has  been  designated.  The  common  name 
of  the  pesticide  may  not  be  conspicuous  on  the  pesticide  label. 
However,  the  common  name  can  usually  be  found  under  the  active 
ingredients  statement  on  the  label.  For  additional  information  on 
pesticides,  you  may  wish  to  contact  your  State  Extension  Agricultural 
Chemical  Leader.  A list  of  these  leaders  can  be  found  at  the  end  of 
this  publication. 


Information  on  the  Label 


The  printed  material  on  a pesticide  label  has  all  the  necessary 
information  and  instructions  for  the  effective  and  safe  use  of  the 
pesticide.  The  printed  and  graphic  matter  on  pesticide  labeling 
is  required  to  contain  the  necessary— ~ 

* Brand  name . 

* Intended  use  of  the  product. 

* Ingredient  statement. 

* Directions  for  use-- 

Pests  to  be  controlled. 

Crops,  animals,  or  sites  to  be  treated. 

Dosage,  time,  limitations,  and  method  of  application. 

* Warnings -- 

To  protect  user. 


To  protect  consumer  of  treated  foods. 

To  protect  beneficial  plants  and  animals. 

To  keep  out  of  reach  of  children. 

* Net  contents. 

* Name  and  address  of  manufacturer  or  registrant. 

* Registration  number. 

When  to  Read  the  Label 

1.  Before  you  purchase  the  chemical,  read  the  label  to  determine: 

* To  what  plants  it  can  be  applied  and  if  it  is  the  chemical  you 
need  for  the  job.  Never  purchase  or  select  for  use  a pesticide 
based  on  the  color  of  the  label.  Labels  of  the  same  color  and 
general  make-up  may  contain  widely  different  active  ingredients. 

* Whether  this  material  is  too  toxic  or  hazardous  to  be  used 
safely  under  your  conditions. 

* Concentration  in  percent  or  pounds  per  gallon  of  active 
ingredient. 

* Formulation  is  suitable  for  your  application  equipment,  such  as 
duster,  compressed  air  sprayer,  or  garden  hose  applicator. 

2.  Before  you  mix  the  material,  read  the  directions  to  determine: 

* Protective  equipment  necessary  when  handling  it. 

* Warnings  and  antidotes,  when  required. 

* What  you  can  mix  with  it. 

* How  to  mix  it. 

* How  much  to  use . 

3.  Before  applying,  read  the  directions  to  determine: 

* Safety  measures  and  possible  protective  clothing  necessary  for 
the  applicator. 

* To  what  it  can  be  applied. 

* When  to  apply,  including  waiting  period  before  harvest  or  field 
entry  after  application  on  crops  and  animals. 

* How  to  apply. 

* Rate  of  application. 

* Restrictions  on  use . 

* Special  instructions. 

4.  Before  storing  or  disposing  of  the  pesticide  container,  read  the 
directions  to  determine : 

* Where  and  how  to  store. 

* Where  it  should  not  be  stored. 

* What  it  should  not  be  stored  with. 

* How  to  decontaminate  and  dispose  of  the  container. 

* Where  to  dispose  of  left-over  pesticides  or  containers. 

Key  Words  and  Symbols  on  the  Label 

Many  of  the  terms  used  on  labels  are  set  by  law. 

Certain  words  such  as  "Danger,"  "Poison,"  "Warning,"  and 
’Caution,"  and  the  skull  and  cross  bones  symbol  are  required  by  law 
to  appear  on  the  label.  They  indicate  the  degree  of  toxicity  of 
the  pesticide. 
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The  words  '"Danger"  and  "Poison,"  and  the  skull  and  cross  bones 
symbol,  are  required  on  the  labels  for  all  highly  toxic  compounds. 

The  word  "Warning"  is  required  on  the  labels  of  all  moderately 
toxic  compounds . 

The  word  "Caution"  is  required  on  the  labels  for  all  other 
compounds . 

Unwarranted  claims  for  safety  are  not  acceptable  on  any  label 
and  all  labels  must  bear  the  statement,  "Keep  out  of  the  reach  of 
children. " 

A knowledge  of  the  meaning  of  the  cautionary  words  and  symbols 
forewarns  the  user  of  potential  hazards  associated  with  the 
chemicals .
